ADGER TALKS’ 
ABOUT HAZING. 


FLAGSHIP CHICAGO'S 
ER DISCUSSES NAVY PRANKS. 


Says No Bodily Injury Has! Ever 
Been Done at Annapolis, but Prac- 
tice Merits Severe Punishment Be- 
cause It ts Violation of Rules Laid 
Down by Congress. 


CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SANTA BARBARA, Jan. 7.— The in- 
vestigations of hazing at the Annapolis 
Naval Academy have made hazing a 
topic of wide discus n among officers 
of the navy and all citizens of the 
country in general. A number. of the 
officers of the warships of the: Pacific 
equadron now stationed at this port 
have been interviewed on the subject. 
Their views differ; midshipmen and en- 
signs, who have not been out of the 
academy many years, as a rule uphold 
the practice; the older officers seem to 
be strongly opposed to hazing on gen- 
eral principles. 
Commander Charles Johnston Bad- 
ger of the flagship Chicago ts prob- 
ably 4s well acquainted with the de- 
merits of the hazing question at An- 
hapolis as any officers on the Pacific 
Coast. He was for several years 
charge of midshipmen at the navy 
training school. He is opposed to haz- 
ing, and says that it Will be entirely 
etamped out at Annapolis. Interviewed 
by a Times reporter on board the Chi- 
cago yesterday, Commander Badger 
said: 
MBERELY PRANKS, HE SAYS. 
“Hazing has existed for many years 
in all the colleges and large educa- 
tional inetitutions of the country, and 
the same conditions have existed at 
Annapolis as at other colleges. The 
upper clagssmen there have hazed, but 
the pranks indulged in have never 
been of a serious nature. It has been 
mainly the habit to make the students 
of the minor classes perform boyish 
tricks and pranks. sing songs and do 
ridiculous things before the older class- 


‘ 


men. 
“Hazing is against the law and pub- 
lic option. The first agitation on the 
eubject occurred, I believe. about 
twelve years ago, when hazing in both 
of the national training schools was 
investigaied and laws were passed by 
Congress forbidding it. These laws 
have never been repealed. They are 
still In force and must be obeyed both 
by siudents and the officers of the 
academy. When hazing has occurred 
and accounts of it have found their 
way into the newspapers, more has 
been made of it than actually occurred. 
Nothing has been done there to inflict 
bodily injury. My advices on the sub- 
ject lead me to believe that the whole 
matter has been much exaggerated. 


PRINCIPLE Is BAD. 


“The reason such severe measures 
have recently been taken is that it is 
Against the law, and the laws must 
be obeyed whether the custom is in- 
jurious or not. 

“Qn general principles I believe that 
hazing is bad. The officers of the Na- 
val Academy say that it shai! not con- 
tinue, and as a result severe punish- 
ments have been inflicted on those 
transgressing the rules laid down by 
Congress. When any hazing is report- 
ed to offfeers of the academy they are 
required to investigate M by court- 
martial. If the aceused cadet is found 
guilty he must be expeliéd from the 
achool, This is mandatory and must be
